London, May 30, 3:30 a. m.—Lord Rob- 
erts is bivouacKking in the suwourpds Of 
Johannesburg and intends to make a vic- 
torious entry at noon today. Judging 
from his dispatch, he must have private 
information regarding the disposition of 
the garrison in the fort, as he does not 
seem to expect opposition. 

Lord Roberts’s cavalry has moved on 
beyond Johannesburg. A portion is un- 
derstood to be at Zuurrontein, seven 
miles north of Johannesburg and within 
twenty miles of Pretoria. Lord Roberts, 
although with a broken bridge at Ve 
reeniging and a wrecked rallway be- 
hind him, has somehow managed to get 
forward sufficient supplies for his large 
force. 

As he has been able to do so much, it 
1s considered possible that he will be 
Outside of Pretoria Friday, The rapidity 
of his advance is thought an extraordl- 
nary achievement, even by grudging con- 
tinental critics.

Washington, May 29.—(Special.)}—The re- 
publican members of the house committee 
on judiciary refused today to discharge 
the sub-committee from further consid- 
eration of the bill designed to bring about 
the extradition of the contractors, Greene 
and Gaynors, of the famous Atlantic 
Construction Company, from New York to 
Georgia, where they are under iIndict- 
ment, 

When the committee met it was under- 
stood thut this bill wouid be taken up 
for consideration. Seeing that there was 
no purpose on the part of the sub-coni- 
mittee having the matter in charge to 
make a report, and feeling sure it was 
the purpose of thut committee to hold 
the matter up until it would be too late 
to be of any use, Rr. Fleming, of Georgia, 
moved that the sub-committee be dils- 
charged from its further consideration 
and that the full committee consider it. 
It was with some d'fficulty that he was 
able to get his motion before the com- 
mittee, because it was the evident pur- 
pose of Chairman Ray to keep the matter 
from coming up if possible; but Mr. 
Fleming was insistent. Then the repub- 
licans, when the motion was finally put, 
voted it down. SIx democrats and one 
republican—Littlefield, of Maine—voted to 
discharge the sub-commitice, but seven 
republicans voted against the motion, 
and it being a tie, the motion was lost. 

It is believed this is the end of the 
matter so ‘far as this congress is. con- 
cerned. Itis worthy of comment that Mr. 
Ray, chairman of the committee, who is 
one of Mr. Piatt’s lieutenants, is in New 
York and that he sent the Dill to the 
sub-committee of which Mr, Alexander, 
also a New York republican, is chairman. 
The bill has been quietly slumbering in 
that tommittee for weeks, the delay in 
taking action being attributed to various 
reasons. The strong political influence at 
the back of the men wanted in Georgia, 
particularly the close relations maintained 
between Greene and the republican ma- 
chine of v.hich he is a part, is naturally 
regarded as the strong factor in shaping 


the action of the republican majority in

If further 
investigation bears out the conclusions 
drawn from the two observations and

Prof. Wilterdink’s Statement. 

He gives The Constitution the following 
signed statement concerning his observa* 
tions: 

‘Thomaston, Ga.. May 29, 1900. 

‘Dunning the exposition of my plate for 
photographing the spectrum of the coro- 
na I had opportunity of having a 1ooK at 
the corona for about 25 seconds. At first 
1 looked at it with the naked eye and then 
through a binocular provided with a little 
ocular spectroscope. I was much surpris- 
ed at seeing very bright prominences on 
the southwest limb of the sun that I 
had not seen with the naked eye. 
“They appeeared in the red, yellow, green 
and blue parts of the spectrum and in 
each color had precisely the same form. 
The appearance of these grominences in 
the green light was a very surprising 
phenomenon. I am not quite sure that lI 
saw a complete coronal ring in the green, 
the background of the spectrum being 
too bright because the dispersion of my 
little instrument was too small, but I 
supposed it to be there.” 


f Ko Whbiidink 
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Dr. Lord’s Observation. 


¥Iere are Dr, Lord’s observations on the 
same point, as given in a signed state- 
ment printed in The Constitution Tuesday 
morning: 7 

“Furthermore, these same visual obser- 
vations seem to indicate that that mys- 
teridus matter which forms the corona 
is to be found also in the solar prominen- 
ces, for during totality the chief coronal 
line was seen to be broken and irregular 
in exactly the same manner in which 
the prominences are observed to extend 
from the surface of the sun.”’ 

Dr. Wilterdink makes practically 
same statement in different words. 

The chromosphere is a relatively thin 
layer or envelope of incandescent red gas 
surrounding the sun, The spectroscope 
spreads this chromosphere out into thrée 
principal rings which show the prominen- 
ces and are colored red, yellow and blue. 
These are known as chromosphere rings. 

Between the yellow and blue rings and 
superimposed on their edges is the green 
coronal ring. In all previous observations 
this green coronal ring was of a different 
shape and behaved differently from the 
chromosphere rings. In the eclipse 
Monday it seemed to be identical with the 
chromosphere rings in shape and _ be- 
havior. 

This fact taken with the further fact 
that the photographic spectrum taken 
Monday shows that a strong similarity 
exists between the two leads to the hope 
that a valuable discovery will result. 

Nothing definite enough to satisfy the 
astronomic world will be known until 
Professor Campbell has taken the exact 
measurements of the indentations on the 
serrated edges of the coronal ring to 
know whether they correspond precisely 
with the coronal rings. ‘ 

Professor Campbell’s Statement. 

In connection with the photographs re- 
produced on another page Professor 
Campbell] made for The Constitution the 
following statement: 

“The large photograph was taken with 
the forty-foot photo-hellograph. Time of 
exposure being one-half a second, in the 
last second before the sun reappeared, 

‘The very brightrcrescent bordering the 
sun to the west is the unusually thick 
layer of gases we cal] the chronic sphere. 
The ‘promtnences’ shown to the southwest 
are extremely full of detail and are of 
unusual] structure. They appear as if 
made up of bundles of filaments of 
threads of almost uniform character, 
whereas prominences are usually of very 
irregular form. The largest of these is 
some §),000 miles in height. These forms 
are among the most interesting observed 
because of their unusual structure. They 
are probably very largely composed of 
calcium, hydrogen and other associated 
elements, but this will be ascertained 
definitely from the detailed study of the 
spectrum photographs. 

“Another interesting ‘prominence’ 
shown in the negative is to be seen to the 
northwest, and is of a very irregular 
form. This ‘prominence’ is the enly one 
so far as we have been able to see as yet 
which appears to be surrounded by the 
looped corona] streamers, which were so 
prominent a feature of the India eclipse 
photographs of 1898. — 

“In these India photographs the promi- 
nences and the curved corona] streamers 
including them were so pronounced as to 
incline many solar astronomers to the

ASTRONOMERS START HOME. 


Instruments Are Packed and the 
Camps Are Deserted. 

Barnesville, Ga., May 29.—(3pecial.)—The 
government observing station here is dis- 
mantled and presents a deserted appear- 
ance today. Early this morning several 
of the astrcnomers—Mr, Hill and Mr. Lit- 
tell and the mechanical expert, Mr. Cou- 
lon—were at the station, and the disinte- 
gration of the government’s splendid sta- 
tion began.

ST. LOUIS RIOTS 
MENACE. LIFE 


Twelve Men Wounded in Des- 
perate Attacks Yesterday 


WORST DAY OF THE STRIKE 


Three of Men Wounded Expected To Die, 
Mortorman Arrested. 


POLICE RESERVE 1S CALLED OUT 


Three Big Riots Took Place in St. 
Louis, and in Each of Them 
More Than One Man 
Was Dangerously 
Wounded. 


St. Louls, May 29.—In a rioting sense 
today’s developments were the worst ex- 
perienced since the strike on the lines 
of the St. Louis Transit Company was 
inaugurated, over three weeks ago. The 
rioting was confined entirely to three 
places in the southern section of the city, 
and by nightfall the police record showed 
that fully half a dozen persons had either 
received bullet wounds or been hurt by 
flying missiles. Thre of those hit by 
bullets received probably fatal wounds. 

Two of the riots occurred on South 
Broadway as a result of the attempt of 
the transit company to run its cars. The 
first disturbance took place at the inter- 
section of Broadway and Miller street. 
Bonfires had been started during ths 


night and the tracks were found encum- 


bered with debris by the crew of the 
first car out. <A big crowd, composed of 
men, women and children was gathered 
at the corner and they hooted the crew 
as it attempted toi remove the obstruc-

AMERICAN LEGATION AT 
PEKING IS UNDER THREAT 


have reached here indicate that the sit- 
uation in China has assumed a very criti- 
cal phase and one calculated to tax the 
entire resources of the Chinese goverii- 
ment. The state department has been in 
close communication with Mr. Conger, our 
minister at Péking, and the navy depart- 
ment is doing its share, having placed the 
fiagship Newark ag far up the Pei lio 
river as the Taku forts. which is the 
nearest point to Peking that the ship can 
reach, 

Operations of the ‘‘boxers”’ are increas- 
ing in magnitude. Their demonstrations

They have murdered 
nine Methodist missionaries in one prov- 
ince, at the town of Pachow and have 
closed in on Pcking. Meanwhile the Chi- 
nese army is suspected of disloyalty, this 
belief being strengthened by wholesale 
desertions of the soldiers to the “‘boxers.”’ 

Minister Conger has appealed to the 
state department for the protection of 
a marine guard for his legation. The 
department has promptly cabled him an 
authorization to call upon the nearest 
United States naval vessels for assistance.

San Francisco Officers Afraid of 
Bubonic Plaugue. 

San Francisco, May 2%.—In accordance 
with the power vested in it by the board 
of supervisors of this city today the board 
of health has quarantined Chinatown and 
that section of the city is now surround- 
ed by.a cordon of police, who refuse to al- 
low any one to pass in or out of the dis- 
trict unless he is provided with a proper 
permit.

“THE ECLIPSE AND AN_ INCIDENT. 


By Julian Harris. 
There are many who do not consent to 
the verdict that the sun was worsted in 


the little encounter of Monday morning.. 


The eclipse was an inevitable proposition. 
It was unavoidable. Science had long be- 
fore outlined the occurrence and figured 
with a subtle fineness the instants of con- 
tact. Accordingly within a very few sec- 
onds of schedule time the moon began its 
It Was some minutes before the 
first contact was visible to the smoked 
glass contingent, though the astronomers 
tipped off the first tuch at the very mo- 
ment. An agitated bustling began among 
the scientific men. For years they had 
patiently awaited the day of thé eclipse; 
for days they had discussed the chances 
for clearness or cloudiness; nights they 
had dreamed of the photosphere, the 
chromospheré-and the corona. Patience 
was needed no longer. Anxiety crept into 
every fiber of the observers. They were 
nervous, but it was a nervousness foreign 
to irritability. It was a depressing her- 
vousness that seemed in some instances 
to border on topophobia. The moon, cold 
and dead, continued to cut into the sun’s 
There was a distinct cres- 
cent of darkness outlined. Professor Up- 
degraff, always good-natured and easy- 
going, attempted to cheer up an assistant. 
His voice was dry and colorless, and died 
in his throat. He busied himself with a 
telescopic fixture—anything to pass the 
time quickly away to totality, for every 
touch upon the instrument was an over- 
plus; they had been set, tested and re- 
set and retested that morning. 

The first gray of the advancing shadow 
descended. The moon was one-quarter 
of the Way on its journey. Word had been 
passed previously that conversation, when 
it was necessary to talk at all, should 
This request 
proved a useless precaution. The first 
touch of the twilight-like shade sent every 
voice a Key lower. The grayness increased 
in silent waves. At the half-way point 
the barnyards contributed to the un- 
easiness of the situation. The horses tied 
near the station drooped their heads. The 
birds in the underbrush ceased _ their 
songs and twitterings. Overhead the lazy 
buzzards trailed their way to their usual 
roosting places. 

The moon soon left but a diminutive 
crescent and was threatening that iast 
point of light. A chilliness, though caus- 
ing no great discomfort, was distinctly 
perceptible. The cutting off of nearly all 
the sun’s light drew down a dismal gloom. 
The shadows through the trees showed 
crescent-shaped. The sign of the sultan 
pervaded a Christian land. The crowing 
of chickens became more frequent. The 
conversation about the station ceased 
entirely. The steady, portentous tick- 
ing of the chronometer sounded 
like a nearby water-ram. The dusk was 
distinct, though there was nothing pe- 
culilar about the semi-darkness. The qual- 


ity of the light caused the unusual appear- 


ance of the faces of those about and of 
the earth’s surface. 

Three miles from the observation sta- 
tion, posted on an overlooking hill, Dr. 
See observed fifteen miles away the great 
shadow—the immediate forerunner of the 
total phase. He waved a big American 
flag. Professor Hart swung a lantern. 

“Ready,” shouted Professor Hill, who 
was the guiding telescope. 

The duskiness of the atmosphere then 
resembled early twilight. A keen edge 
of the sun still poured out a beneficent 
light. Instantly there was almost total 
darkness. The observers gasped, or be- 
gan to gasp, but piling on the preceding 
phenomena there flared an indignant burst 
of orange red at the lower limb of the 
sun. The gasp grew into a sound of sur- 
prise which concluded in an ‘outburst of 
wonder as the long-looked for, precious 


corona spread first on one side then on the 
other and streamed a pearly light. 

Awe-struck, the amateurs, the curious 
ones, gaped in admiration. There was 
reason for awe, for fear, for superstition. 

There in a cloudless sky was the sun, 
yet invisible, demonstrating its presence 
by the uncertain, mellow light of the 
corona’s gentle halo. Effulgent, yet hard- 
ly giving light, the great center of the 
solar system hung eclipsed. 

A moment more and the pent-up, glo- 
rious light plunged in a rare stream of 
red far beyond the edge of the retreating 
moon and sent shadow band after shadow 
band reeling back unresistingly. 

And there were not a few, it is certain, 
who were willing, glad, that the mistake 
had been remedied and that the hot rays 
of the genial old sun once more flooded 


' the valleys and lit up the hill tops all 


about 


A scarlet fanager, inquisitive and alert 
despite the dispiriting darkness rapidly 
enveloping his surroundings a few min- 
utes before the period of totality, perched 
airily on a sumach bush within a few 
feet of the complex instruments of the 
naval observatory station. If his voice 
had been hushed by the deepening dusk 
his native dudacity remained untgquched. 
Unperturbed he impertinently eyed the 
busy buch of humanity forwarded into 
his nesting neighborhood by the govern- 
ment to take notes and photographs of 
his crimson comrade—the sun. 

Perhaps at Barnesville the red songsters 
are less subject to the fears felt by their 
fellow feather folk; certainly this single, 
staring singer showed no sign of timidity 
He glistened with boldness, and when the 


4trees and stones and the sKy were hued to 


a desolate dryness and the serious faces 
of the earnest astronomers looked drawn 
and ghastly, the final rays of the fast 
fading sun fell upon him and he sent 
them back again until the dying light 
seemed to center around him, the con- 
trast with objects about him making him 
look positively glorious in his aurora of 
reflected titian tints. 

As the shadow waves swept on with in- 
creasing density he only looked a little 
less saucy, but his courage did not wane 
with the weakening of the sun’s light. 
He was simply a little‘soberer in his atti- 
tude, but not a single feather drooped. 
“Five seconds,” called Professor Oliphant 
at the chronometer. So quickly there fol- 
lowed a flash cf orange and red from 
the lower limb of the sun that the call 
and the flame appeared to be almost si- 
multaneous. And with the flash the scar- 
let tanager sprung suddenly into the air, 
twenty feet or more, fluttered back and 
disappeared into the very bottom of the 
sumach. But he had not gone his full 
flight before five ‘cameras had been un- 
capped to receive the imprint of the sun's 
corona, 

A minute and a half more and the 
eclipse of 1900 was history. The crowds 
that. had gathered near the government 
station were permitted to press closer to 
the astronomical workshop. In the midst 
of the subdued conversation a childish 
voice, crescendo, called out: 

“Oh, papa, here is a nest full of egzs.”’ 

Perhaps after all the scarlet tanagers 
of Barnesville are not as impertinent as 
the careless looker-on may have you be- 
lieve; perhaps instead of saucy, he js sim- 
ply serious and stalwart. Duty may 
sometimes be clothed under the outward 
show of inquisitiveness. All this is re- 
counted ds an apology to the brave littie 
bird who wa@llld flee only when his mate 
went with him. 

And still. above all the sentiment of it, 
there is included a serious scientific possi- 
bility. Jt is not unlikely that some time 
in the future when we hear that the us- 
tronomers cannot agree upon the consti- 
tution of a red spot in the usually uni- 
formly pearly corona we will know that 
our red bird might solve the problem 
without turning a feather. 


APRIL EXPORTATIONS 
BREAK ALL RECORDS 


Washington, May 29.—(Special.)—An ex- 
portation of forty million dollars’ worth 
of manufactures in thirty days is a record 
unparalelled for American manufacturers. 


That is the record for the month of April, | 


1900. The details of the April exporta- 
tions, just completed: by the treasury bu- 
reau of statistics, show that the exporta- 
tion of manufactures during that month 
were by far the greatest of any month in 
our history and within a fraction of forty 
millions dollars. This gives assurance 
that the exports of the fiscal year which 
ends with June will considerably exceed 
$400,000,000 and be nearly three times as 
much as a decade ago. This phenomenal 
increase in exportation of manufactures 
is especially striking when compared with 
the progress made by European nations, 
our rtvals in the attempt to supply the 
world’s market with manufactured goods. 

Great Britain's exports of manufac- 
tures show but slight tncrease since 188), 
and an examination of the export record 
of the principal European countries fails 
to disclose any instance in which the in- 
crease has been as much as 25 per cent, 
while that of the United States, mean- 
while, has been more than 150 per cent. 

An examination of the detatis of our 
own exportation of manufactures shows 
that it is In the production, manufacture 
and exportation of metals that we seem 
to excel. The history of nations and peo- 
ples shows that great groups of people 
frequently excell in certain industries, 
and the growth of our exportation, as well 
as our domestic production of manufac- 
tures, seems to point to metals as our 
most successful line of work, especially 
at the present time. 

In 1889 manufactures of metals formed 
less than 20 per cent of our total expor- 
tation of manufactures, and in 1900 will 
be about 45 r cent of our exports of 
manufactures. The increase in exporta- 
tion of metals and manufactures thereof 
in the decade of 1889-1898 was 339 per cent, 
while the increase in the exportation of 
ail manufactures tn that time was but 
110 per cent, and the increase in manufac- 
tures other than those of metal during, 
that time was but &% per cent. 

In this statement of the exportation of 
manufactures of metals, only those arti- 
cles composed exclusively of metals are 
included; those made up in part of met- 
als, such as railway cars, agricultural ma- 
chinery, etc., being included in the other 
manufactures. The rapid increase in the 
exportation of manufactures of metals is 
shown by the fact that the exports of 
brvss and -nanufactures thereof in 1899 
were but $321,137, and in 1990 will reach 
$1,700,000; instruments for scientific pur- 
poses increased from $1,063,338 to $2,770,303, 
and in the year about to end will reach 
nearly $6,000,000; copper and its manufac- 
tures, which amounted In 1889 to $2,348,954, 
will be more than $50,000,000 in 1900: iron 
and steel increased from $21,156,077, in 1889, 
to $70,406,885; in 1898, while in the fiscal 
year 1900, it will exceed %100,000,000.

Big Figures in Metals. 

As already indicated, the largest growth 
in our export of manufactures is in those 
of metals. The largest class of manu- 
factures of metals exported is that of 
iron and steel. In 188 the export of 
manufactures of iron and steel] was $14,- 
716,524 and in 1900 will exceed $100,000, 000, 
or more than seven times that of 1580. 

In no feature of otir export trade has 
there been @ more remarkable growth 
during the decade than in rails for raf- 
ways, especially those of steel. The to- 
tal exportation of iron rails in 1889 wa, 
but seven tons, and in 1898 2.769 tons, the 
value rising from $240 in 1889 to $37,150 in 
1898 In steel rails, however, the’ growth 
Was even more remarkable, the number 
of tons exported in 1889 being 7,398, and in 
1898, 229,783, while the value increased 
from $235,387 in 1889 to $4,613,376 in 1898 and 
in the fiscal year 1900 seems likely to 
reach $5,000,000. This increase has been 
especially. marked during the past three 
years, the exports of steel Tails in the 
fiscal year 1896 being $540,797, those of 
1897, $2,482,208, and those of 1898, $4,613,376 
those of 1899, $5,298,125. while the first ten 
months of the present fiscal year show a. 
gain of about $2,000,000 over the corre- 
sponding months of last year. While

He states 
that there were shameful practices dur- 
ing the recent county primary; that there 
was illegal registration, illegal voting, and 
the actual use of money during the cam- 
paigns. He believes that the committee 
should endeavor to correct these alleged 
practices before doing anything else. 

Such a statement coming from Colonel

comment among local.politicians.

several days, although those interested 
in it were careful to keep it secret. The 
petition is said to have been circulated 
by the friends of Nym McCullough, one 
of the candidates for the mayoralty in 
the comirg city election. 

Chairman Is Opposed to Meeting. 

From his interview it will be noted that 
Colonel Moyers will not call the meeting 
unless a majority of the members of the 
executive committee give the petition 
their signatures. If the signatures are 
obtained Colonel Moyers would call .the 
committee together at once, but he be- 
lieves it would be a bad idea to change 
the date of the primary. 

These who circulated the petition sug- 
gested in it that the special meeting of 
the committee be called for today, and 
as Colonel Moyers stated to the two gen- 
tlemen who handed the paper to him that 
he was bound by the wishes of the ma- 
jority, these who signed will doubtless 
be surprised that the call was not issued 
yesterday afternoon. But for ths fact 
that five signers asked that their names 
be stricken: trom the petition the m2et- 
ing would been announced jhis 
morning.

The rush of business stopped when the 


P maimed veterans marched by yesterday. 


There are few whose hearts would not 
well up with "pity for the aged and de- 
crepit men that hobbled over the rough 
Belgian blocks of Atlanta before boarding 
the train for Louisville to attend a re- 
union which for many of them will be the 
last in this life. 

The maimed veterans caused more en- 
thusiasm in Atlanta than this enthuslias- 
tic city has felt for some time. It was 
not of the demonstrative sort. Little 
cheering was done when the battalion 
passed, but all along the route men raised 
their hats, standing uncovered, and women 
waved their handkerchiefs while the vet- 
erans went stowly by. 

The veterans cheered well and lusty, but 
nearly all the noise was made by them. 
There were 126 of them in line and the 
voices that had several years of training 
at the rebel yell had lost little of their 
vigor through the thirty-five years since 
then. 

There was only the pathetic in the pa- 
rade yesterday. From Captain Johns, of 
company A, who lost an eye at Manassas, 
to Coroner J. R. Stamps, the commissary, 
who left a leg on a battlefield, there was 
nothing but pathos. Some of the veterans 
were on crutches, others had armless 
sleeves pinned to their sides; some had 
lost both eyes arid were ied through the 
streets by their companions, but all walk- 
ed painfully and with difficulty. 

One of the most touching sights in the 
parade was the endeavor of the veftrans 
to ald each other. Those who wefe for- 
tunate enough to have lost only one arm 
were leaned upon by those who had more 
disabling wounds. The blind gave a help- 
ing hand to their compahtions, and in 
turn were led along the route. 

If the maimed veterans make the show 
in Louisville that they did in Atlania, they 
will take that city by storm.

SOME ERRONEOUS REPORTS ABOUT MATTER 


Death of George Bankston, a Noto- 
rious Criminal—Flanagan’s Body 
Is Now at Medical College. 


Nearly two months ago, on the first 
day of April, George Bankston, a man 
whose name had been mixed up in sev- 
eral criminal cases in Atlanta and vicini- 
ty, died at a convict camp near Sugar 
Hill, Ga. 

For nearly two months thagbody of the 
convict lay in one of the retaining vats 
at the Atlanta College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, corner of Armstrong and But- 
ler streets, where it had been sent under 
the state law which makes such a disposi- 
tion of dead convicts whose bodies are 
not claimed for burial. 

Yesterday morning the old mother of 
the ddad convict, having just heard of 
the death of her went. to Dr. J. J. 
Campbell, of the medical college, and from 
him received permission to take charge of 
the body and bury it. 

It was reported that Bankston died a 
few days ago in the DeKalb county prison 
at Decatur and when that report reached 
the officials ‘there were much

George Bankston was convicted in De- 
Kalb county of highway robbery and was 
sentenced to ten years in the peniten- 
tlary. He left DeKalb county for the con- 
vict camp at Sugar Hill, and there he 
died on April Ist. 

There seems to be no provision tn the 
State law, making disposition of dead con- 
victs, for the relatives of such convicts 
to be notified in any way save through a 
posted notice In some public place, usually 
a courthouse. What notice of Bankston's 
death was given is not Known, His aged 
mother, who was about the only friend 
the convict had left on earth, knew noth- 
ing of his death until yesterday morning, 
it is said, and she lost no time In taking 
such steps as would give her the oppor- 
tunity to pay a last tribute to him who 
had been her ‘“‘bov’’ through It all to give 
him a decent burial and saving him from 
becoming a subject for the sclence of the 
surgeon's knife. , 

Under the law the medical college can 
use such a body after it has been Kept 
for sixty days. The time for holding 
tankston’&S body would have been out In 
two days, but, the college people say, the 
body would not have been dissected until 
next fall, when the annual opening of the 
college occurs. 

Dr. Campbell says he was only too glad 
to Have the old mother give the body a 
burial and he assisted her in every way 
he could.

Not since the marriage of Consuelo 
Vanderbilt to the duke of Marlborough 
has more interest centered in the details 
of a wedding than that displayed in the 
marriage of Senator Clarke’s daughter, 
which occurred Monday afternoon at St. 
Thomas church, New York city, when she 
became Mrs. Lewis Rutherford Morris. 

From midnight the night before the 
wedding the florists were busy with the 
church decorations, which far surpassed 
in point of profusion and elaborate details 
those shown at the Marlborough wedding. 
Orchids in their natural hues, lilles of 
the valley and pink and white roses were 
the flowers used, every florist in New 
York being called upon to contribute all 
his most precious flowers. The _bride is 
not a distinctly pretty woman, but at- 
tractive as to personality and possessed 
of many accomplishments. 

Although the details of her wedding 
micht indicate she were a trifle gaudy, 
her whine, Wes suggests rather a quietude 
of taste When the present style of dress 


is considered. 

A number of her gowns, including her 
wedding gown, were described by an en- 
terprising woman journalist the day be- 
fore the wedding ag follows: 

“Most important of all, the wedding 
gown itself marks one more step in the 
advance toward simplicity tn brides’ ap- 
parel. It {g a creation of straight lines, 
unbroken from the throat to the hem of 
the garment save for the faint folds which 
the fitting to Miss Clark’s slight figure 
requires at the waist line. 

“Only two materials enter into its com- 
position—ivory white satin and rose or 
round point lace. But the thing which 
will make the gown one of the most beau- 
tiful ever worn by a New York bride is 
the extremely valuable rose point lace 
shewl, which covers the entire dregs with 
the exception of the sleeves and train.

“The bride will wear no jewels. Her 
veil will be of tulle, and she will ‘garry 
a prayer book. 

“Red, one of the bride's favorite colors, 
will be represented in her trousseau by a 
gown of red batiste over red silk, with a 
garniture of Jace insertion which has been 
dyed the exact shade of the batiste. This 
insertion {s used both horizontally and 
vertically and crosses itself at the sides 
and in the front of the skirt. 

“A grass linen batiste gown is trimmed 
with Russian lace and with a broad crush 
belt of yellow and coral brocade. The 
waist of this dress ig In bolero shape, with 
a sailor collar trimmed with lace and a 
full front. The bolero part, the upper 
part of the sleeves of the wedding gown, 
is cut in continuous pieces, the collar be- 
ing merely a continuation of the guimpeé 
fitted to the throat. 

“Pink and white will be the color of the 
bridesmaids’ gowns. They are of émbrol- 
dered French muslin and Cluny lace over 
pink silk. The embroidered figyres of the 
muslin have been cut out and appliqued 
upon the Cluny, which entirely drapes 
the skirts. With these gowns are worn 
pink taffeta sashes falling from the left 
side of the belt and large leghorn picture 
hats with high crowns, trimmed with pink 
roses, pink taffeta and a little black vei-

The man who receives the biggest 
wages in Aemrica is A. J. Day, of Pitts. 
burg. Day rolls steel and iron. He rojls 
more in a day than any other man in the 
world, and that is why he receives the 
biggest salary. They hgve had a big row 
in. Pittsburg, and Day*S wages have been 
out to §21,000 qa year. He used to make $140 
a day at the Oliver mines, but the labor 
war set him back a trifla He began life 
as a boy helper in the mill and worked 
his way up until he became “‘rojfer,” 
which meant from $75 to $140 a day. His 
schcol education {fs limited, but thare does 
not exist a rolling mill proposition that 
he cannot immediately solve. Day went 
over to New York to show them how ‘to 
make rods. He brought about a dozen of 
the most expert rollers in Pittsburg, and 
they will work for the New York Steel 
and Wire Company of Astoria. The own- 
ers of that plant have said tou Day: “If 
you turn out twetity tons of rods the first 
full day we will give you the value of 
half.” That means that he will get the 
price of ten tons of rods, and I doubt if 
he will make a “full” day until the plant 
is in condition to turn out the twenty 
tons, Day's only rivals are a’ father and
